Soldiers on Duty Near Pittsburg 
Become Sick After Meal 
in Restaurant. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May 17.—Four more 
soldiers of the Third Pennsylvania In- 
fantry, on police duty in the Pittsburg 
district, were removed from their camp 
at Port Perry. Pa., to hospitals here this 
forenoon, suffering from the effects of 
poison, while the military authorities: 
and physicians investigated the death 
of Tgieut. William F’. Corcoran of Phila- 
delphia and the illness of 12 other 
guardsmen last night. 

The soldiers were on duty at Port 
Perry, Pa., and yesterday were served 
with a meal from the restaurant con- 
ducted by Carl Miller, near their camp 
Later Liéut. Corcoran entered the old 
Pullman car which served as headquar- 
ters for the command and complained 
of being ill. In five minutes, he was 
dead. Within an hour several noncom- 
niissioned officers and privates had been 
seized by similar illness. Maj. Foos, 
commanding the district, orderet. a 
strict investigation, which is now hbe- 
ing condyted in conjunction with the 
county authorities. 

Dr. C. B. Schildecker, coroner’s physi- 
clan, who conducted the autopsy on the 
body of Lieut. Corcoran, expressed the 
belief that he had not died from pto- 
maine poisoning, as death came very 
suddenly after the meal had been eaten. 
Examination of the contents of his 
stomach is under way by chemists.

Peace Offer to Russia Treated 
in Gomment as Outstanding 
Feature of Address. 


NO CRITICISM OF HOLLWEG

Ground for Divergent 
Views. 


BERLIN. May..16, via London, May 17. 
—~Press comment today on the Chance!- 
lor’s speech almost unanimously under- 
scores the reference to Russia as the 
significantly ov%etanding feature of the 
Premler’s utterance. The speech as 3a 
whole is generally commended as one 
of the boldest and best that Von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg has yet made in Parlia- 
ment, and personal criticism of the 
Chancellor is conspicuously absent. 

The editorial discussion, dilating upon 
all angles of the war aims and peace 
terms, e:mphasizés the widely divergent 
views entertained on all sides. In many 
quarters the speech has had a pro- 
nounced conciliatory effect and is inter- 
preted as pointing the way to a common 
meeting ground. The impression pre- 
valle that the conservatives came out 
of the fray badly battered, although the 


| Chancellor was equally emphatic in dis- 


owning any prediliction for the Social 
Democratic program of territorial and 
indemnity renunciation. Standing guard 
between these two milistones the block 
of the middle parties helped the Chan- 
cellor to carry the day. 


Thinks Holiwee Won Adberents. 
‘‘The ancellor has won adherents

DANISH EDITOR’S . VIEW 


Quotes Dutch Delegate as Say- 
ing, “It Must Be aKerensky- 
Wilson Peace.”’

COPENHAGEN, May 16, via London, 

May 17.—Prestdent Wilson is for prac- 

tical purposes a delegate to the prelim- 


inary Socialists peace conference now 
taking place in Stockholm. 

The spirit of Wilson is a potent and 
vital factor in the present peace siriv- 
ings of the Socialists, according to the 
noted leader of the Danish Social Demo- 
cratic party, Righmand Bortbierg, who 
has just returned via Stockholm from 
Petrograd. There, in his capacity as 
chief editor of the party organ, Social 
Demokraten, he imparted the details 
of the so-called Schneidermann peace 
plan of the majority German Socialist 
rarty to the Russian leaders. 

‘Wilson's Christmas program was our 
program and we approved it whole- 
Leartedly; that, too, was our old solu- 
tion among the Scandinavian Social 
Democrats,” Bortbierg told me. “At 
Stockholm a Socialist delegate from 
Holland declared recently: ‘the com- 
ing peace must be a ‘Kerensky-Wilison 
peace.’ I thoroughly approve of that. 

“Wilson-Kerensky Peace.’ 

“I believe that when the Social Demo- 
cratic peace plan shall have been for- 
mulated and agreed on, it will prove, 
in all important points, a Wilson-Ker- 
ensky peace.”’ 

Bortbierg is >convinced that world 
peace can only be won by a democrati- 
zation of the world, including the thor- 
ough-going democvratization of Ger- 
many, and consequently he feels strong- 
ly over the fact that political reform, 
or the so-called new orientation, is 
making headway slowly in Germany. 
At the same time he senses one of the 
greatest obstacles to the Socialist peace 
efforts in the possible increase of the 
reactionary spirit in Germany. 

“If junkerdomb only raises its head,”’ 
he said; ‘“‘if Chauvenistic demands are 
made; if Bethmann-Hollweg makes even 
minor concession to the Chauvenists, it 
will do great damage to our cause. A 
rapid democratization of Germany, in 
my opinion, would greatly accelerate 
peace. 

“Going Slowly in Germany.” 

“But things are going so slowly in Ger- 
many. I believe all the Scandinavian 
Social-Democracy regrets it, and so do 
many non-Soclalists throughout Scan- 
dinavia. Germany must be democ- 
ratized but the democratization must 
naturally proceed from Germany itself. 
It cannot be achieved by enemy armis.”’ 

“If the people of the warring nations,” 
the Danish leader concluded, ‘‘could hold 
a general meeting, with well-chosen rep- 
resentatives, at which all lies could be 
dissipated and only truth prevail, I be- 
lieve peace could be made in 48 hours."’ 


Demand in Bulgaria for Peace Said to 
Be Almost Universal. 

COPENHAGEN, May 17.—Bulgarian 
Socialists who passed through Copenha- 
gen on their way to the Stockholm con- 
ference described the demand for peace 
in Bulgaria as virtually universal. The 
people, they sald, were weary of the al- 


most continuous war since 1912 and eager 


for a return to peacéful pursuits. They 
hailed joyfully every sign of a weak- 
ening in the war fever. 

Dr. Sakaroff, spokesman for the dele. 
gation, said a majority of the Bulga- 
rlans went willingly into the first war 
against Turkey in 1912, wnwillingly into 
the second war in 1913 against Servia 
and Greece, and were dragged into the 
present war. Bulgaria's debt, he added, 
had increased nearly three-fold. 

Dr. Sakatoff was unwilling to give 
figures concerning the casualties tn the 
war, but sald Bulgaria's losses had been 
frightful. Many of the Socialist party's 
best men had fallen, he declared. 


American Call for Conference of Sa- 
of Three Countries, 

NEW YORK, May 17.—A message to 
Socialist leaders in the United States. 
France and Bngland urging a genera, 
conference to define their position prior 
to the Stockholm meeting, has been for- 
warded by prominent American Sociai- 
ists, it was announced here by William 
English Walling of Greenwich, Gonn. 
The message was signed by Charies Ed- 
ward Russell, Upton Sinclair, A. M. Si- 
mon, W. J. Bhelt, H. L. Slobodin, W. J. 
Ghent and Walling. 


Nationalist Sectalliats of Magiand 
Shan Conference. 

LONDON, May 17.—-The Nationalist 
Socialist party of Engiand will take 
no part in the international Socialtat 
conference at Stockholm. The Executive 
Committee announced today that the 
party dissociated itseif entirely from the 
conference, adding:

Complete outfits of 
heavy woolen and rubber clothing are 
now on their way to the men. The 
crews of every destroyer which has left 
subsequently have been completely out- 

ted. 
| To the women of the United States is 
due the credit for this measure of pro- 
tection. Under direction of the Navy 
League, thousands of American women 
have been knitting woolen garments and 
a special fund has been raised to buy 
rubber coats and felt boots. 

American warships have never before 
been called upon for service in such cold 
climates and, therefore, the regulation 
clothing outfit was not ‘suitable for the 
North eSa service against submarines. 

American Women Aiding. / 

Secretary Daniels recognized this fact 
and in an official order called upon the 
Navy. League to enlist the aid of Ameri- 
can women in supplementing the blue- 
jackets’ clothing. In almost every city 
this work is under way under the direc- 
tion of the Navy League and it will be 
continued until every man in the Amer- 
ican navy is thoroughly equipped for 
any War service. 

Both officers and enlisted men have 
written letters to the league extending 
their thanks to the American women. 
A commander in war service abroad 
sent the following letter, which is typétal 
of all: 

“I have the pleasure of acknowledging 
the receipt of outfits of woolen viothing 
from the Navy League. It is greatly ap- 
preciated as the service of destroyers is 
full of hardships, especially when cam- 
paigns are conducted in cold latitudes. 
These garments will not only make the 
meén more comfortable, but rendef them 
more efficient in the performance of 
their duties. In providing this clothing 
the donors have aided in the national

. defence.”’ . 


Naval officials resent the statement 
that the destroyer crews were not ad- 
equately clothed for duty. The men all 
had regular outfits, which © included 
woolén underwear, uniforms, caps, 
socks, jerseys, heavy pea. jackets, sea 
boots and oilskins, and most of them 
were. provided with additional ‘lamb’s- 
wool jackets before they sailed. 

The department has contracted for 
new winter outfits which will be avail- 
able for all men who may be sent 
abroad. Included, will be knitged woolen 
underwear, as heavy as athletic sweaters 
in texture, thick woolen blouses similar 
to the uniform blouses of the navy but- 
three times as heavy, wind-proof cutter 
suits of a new, neutral tinted cloth, and 
heavier caps and socks. 

All these will go under ollekins for 
deck work and provide the sailors with 
as much clothing as they can wear and 
still move about.in working the ship.

Unexpectedly the insurgent move- 
ment, which won a vote on the first 
increase yesterday, got support from 
the administration itself.

Department notified Chairman 
chin of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee today that the _ $1,800,000,00@ to 
be raised by the war tax bill was a, 
half billion short of what the Govern- 
ment probably would need. Kitchin, 
who fought the income tax increases 
yesterday, promptly switched to their 
support. 

On the first yote today the House in 
committee of the whole raised the sur- 
taxes on incomes between $60,000 and 
$80,000 and made it 13.75 per sent, in- 
stead of 11, as proposed in the - bill. 
Yesterday it increased the rate on in- 
comes between $40,000 and $60,000 from 

to 10 per cent, and estimated that 
the increase would yield $100,000,000 of 
revenue. 

With the advantage of administration 
support, Republicaris and Democrats in 
favor of the increases began pouring in 
amendments with prospect of getting 
them through. 

The bill as reported to the House was 
catimated to raise between $1,800,000,000 
and $2,000,000,000, which was expected to 
defray one-half of the expenses of the 
first year of the war. Kitchin's change 
of attitude was a great surprise, after 
his stand yesterday against the move- 
ment to increase the income taxes start- 
ed by Lenroot and Representative Sher- 
iey, Democrat, of Kentucky. 

Yesterday’s Debate. 

In the debate yesterday Majority 
Leader Kitchin assailed all suggested 
income tax rate increases over the com- 
mittee recommendation. He insisted 
that support of such proposals came 
only from those who sought to serve 
certain interests, arfd not to lower taxes 
generally. 

‘“T haven't heard anyone here object tu 
the taxes on necessaries," he shouted. 
“The only taxes it is proposed to de- 
crease are those On second-class mall 
matter, automobiles and other luxuries.” 

Representative Lenroot characterized 
the Democratic leader’s remarks as “‘in- 
genious,” but as failing to get away 
from the fact that the proposed in- 
crease would enable the House to strike 
out the freight, light and heat taxes. 

“These taxes would fall on every 
home,” he declared. “Our real interest 
here is to make the tax as small as pos- 
sible on the poor men with families and 
make it as large an possible on those 
who are able to pay.’ 

Pleas for the Wealthy. 

In opposing the proposed increases. 
Representative Fordney said if taxes on 
the wealthy were put so high that they 
felt an injury was being done to them, 
they would evade the levy by passing 
dividends and other methods. He also 
pleaded against what he termed ‘‘class 
legisiation,” insisting that the rich were 
as patriotic as the poor.

WASHINGTON, May 17.—When the 
army bill came up in the Senate today 
for final action on the conference report 
it was thrown into & long debate over 
technicalities which Senator Chamber- 
lain, chairman of the Military Commit- 
tee, openly characterized as ‘hair split- 
ting.”’ 

The principal contention was over 
whether soldiers were, being drafted for 
“the existing emergency” or “‘the war.” 

“Here we are at war,’’ declared Cham- 
berlain, “and the Senate is splitting 
hairs on this proposition with danger at 
our doors and threatening to send the 
bill back to conference.’ 

Some Senators protested against the 
Seneral language of ‘‘the emergency,” 
contendjng that it might fasten a mili- 
tary policy on the country. 

Senator Chamberlain insisted tre term 
“existing emergency” was definite 
enough when considered with cther len. 
guase in the mcagure, and Senator 
Fletcher pointed out trat the “existin2” 
emergency could not be stretched to ccn- 
tinue men in service for some future 
exigency.

Senators Smith and -Hardwick of 
Georgia, Reed of Missduri and La’ Fol- 
lettee were among those whe raised cb- 
jections.

“during the war’ and rot 4uring ‘the 
existing emergency.”’ 

Chamberlain reiterated his warning 
that ereat delay might result and 
pointed out that the senators delaying 
the bill were those who lost their fight 
against the draft, system. 

Senator Smith of Georgia, however, 
renewed his attack and argued that 
returning it to conference would not 
delay raising an army, as the men 
being trained to officer it would not be 
ready for 90 days. 

“Our real work is being done across, 
the Atlantic by the navy,’ said Senator 
Smith. @“We ought to write into this 
bill an express declaration that the 
draft system dies with this German 
war.”’ 

The House vesterday accepted the con- 
ference report, with its provision for 
$30 minimum :pay for enlisted men. 

The section regarding pay, as agreed 
to by the conferees, provides that ail 
officers and enlisted men of .the forces 
to be raised by conscription shall have 
the same pay, allowances and pen- 
sions as the regular army, and makes 
these increases in the pay of enlisted 
regulars: Those” receiving $15 to $21 
a month an increase of $15 a month; 
those receiving $24 an increase of $12; 
those receiving $30, $36 or $40 an increase 
of $8, and those receiving $45 or more 
an increase of $6. 

Plans for beginning registration of 
those subject to draft have been com- 
pleted by the War Department, and '!t 
is announced that immediately upon 
signature of the army bill by the Presi- 
dent the department also will outline 
the procedure to be followed in bringing 
the national guard into the Federal 
service. Many details regarding the 
guard’s mobilization and its status re- 
main to be completed, and Secretary 
Baker sai@ the state regiments would 
not be opflered to divisional or army 
corps concentration camps, except where 
a state division exists, until all prepara- 
tions are made at the camp pites for 
their reception. 

Juard regiments now in the Federal 
service may be retained temporarily at 
their present local camps, and other 
units also may be sent to state or local 
camps for a time, but eventually fhe 
force wiil be gathered in oig camps, 
where divisionui or even army corps 
training can proceed. The commander 
of each of the six military departments 
already has been instructed to select a 
board of officers to recommend five 
training camp sites. Out of the # thus 
recommended 16 or more will be select- 
ed by the department. 

Tentative Supply Centracts Made. 

Estimates are being prepared and ten- 

tative contracts made for the supply- 
ing of approximately 500,000 men in the 
first force to be composed of regulars 
and national guardsmen. The esti- 
ymates are based on a three-month pe- 
riod, however, subject to extension as 
the force increases. All of these pre- 
parations must be completed and the 
ermies be well advanced in training 
before the first 500,000 men selected un- 
der the draft bill are called to the col- 
ors. , 
The department also has under con- 
sideration the task of selecting’ three 
new Major Generals and 15 new Briga- 
diers for the regular army, that num- 
ber being provided for in the increase 
of the force to full war strength. Ten 
of the Brigadiéers will come from the in- 
fantry, two from the cavairy, two from 
the field artillery, and one from the 
engineers. An additional Brigadier aldo 
will be selected to succeed Brigadier- 
General Davis, recently retired. The 
cavairy will supply this. extra officer.

Government and Mr. Asquith were em- 
phatic in their statements that it was, 
impossible at the present stage to 
enter into negotitions with Germany, 
and declared that the war aims of the 
entente allies ‘as previously an- 
nounced still held good. . 

Lord Robert was sceptical regarding 
Snowden’'s account of the pacific views 
of the Italian and German Socialists. 

Fhe latter, he said, had supported 
their Government right through and 
had refused to condemn even tbe}. 
worst atrocities. ; 

With regard to Snowden’s question 

_, a8 to whether treaties concluded with 
Russia before the revolution were 
still binding, he thought that doubt- 
leas they were. Until the new Rus- 
sian Government released the allies 
from any particular engagement en- 
tered into with the old Government 
Great Britain is bound in honor to 
carry out her engagements, not only 
with Russia but with all the Allies, 
he declared.

Missouri with 6100 men in its national 
guard forces would be required to add 
8700 if the Government decides to bring 
the units up to war strength.

Some Senators said President Wilson 
was not kept properly informed regard- 
ing supply purchasing.

It was asserted that Gen. Goethals op- 
posed building of wooden ships, favor- 
ing steel, but had ‘been compelled by 
the shipping board to proceed with 
wooden construction. Senator Weeks 
complained that members of the Ship- 
ping Board ‘had’ prevented a private 
shipbuilding company from raising cap- 
ital and deterred individuals from in- 
vesting, advising them against putting 
money into specific corporations. 

Lodge Answers Critics. 

Senators Martin, Underwood and Sha- 
froth were among the few Democrats 
who spoke in defense of the executive 
branch. It was pointed out that actual 
purchases were made only by the Gov- 
ernment pa and that conduct 
of investigati and negotiations by the 
Advisory Commissiog, had resulted in 
saving millions of dollars on war con- 
tracts. 

Senator Lodge replied to criticisms 
that the Senate had been delaying war 
legislation. 

“In observations frequently made we 
have been called slackers and it has 
been said we are doing nothing,’’ Sen- 
ator Lodge said. “Six weeks ago today 
the war was declared. I have never 
worked so hard or so much as since the 
declaration of war. We began by pass- 
ing four great appropriation bills. We 
have passed great ‘loan bills; we've 
passed through both houses a bill pro- 
viding for selective. conscription. En- 
gland and Canada have deen discussing 
conscription for years. e’ve done it in 
both houses inside of a fortnight.”’ 

The Senate reviewed other measures 
which have been passed by the Senate. 
‘“T say that remarkable work has been 
done,” he added. 

Senator Fall commented on the failure 
of the administration to inform Congress 
officially of the presence of the French 
and British Commissioners and advise 
and suggestions which they sought for 
the benefit of this country.. 

Senator Shafroth of Colorado deplored 
criticism of the executive departments, 
saying the various Government's depart- 
ments have been busy every minute in 
the day raising an army and preparing 
for war.

TEXT OF LLOYD GEORGE'S 


PROPOSAL TO REDMOND 
‘ON HOME RULE QUESTION 


lBritish Premier's Letter to Irish Nationalist 
Leader Setting for Settlement Plan, With Con- 
vention to Decide Matter as Alternative. 


LONDON, May 17. —Following is the 
letter sent yesterday by Premier Lioyd 
George to John Redmond, leader of the 
Irish Nationalists, proposing 4 settle- 
ment of the home rule problem: 

“Dear Mr. Redmond—The Government 
has been considering for some time what 
further action they would take to bring 
about the settlement of the Irish ques- 
tion. They have approached the sub- 
ject with a deep desire to jut an- end to 
a state of affairs which is productive of 
immense evil, not only to Ireland, but to 
Great Britain and the empire. 

“Phe choice of alternatives open to 
them. however, has: been narrowed by 
the fact that it is impossible for them, 
in the crisis of a war in which our safe- 
ty and the liberty of most of the na- 
tions of Europe is at stake, to take ac- 
tion which would revive a violent po- 
litical controversy, and so weaken or 
imperil the unity which is essential to 
the supreme necesity of winning the 
war. They have, therefore, felt that 
any settlement which they could pro- 
pose during the war must be one which

Immediate Settlement. 

‘The desire of the Government has 
been to try to effect an immediate set- 
tlement, conceding the largest possible 
measure of home rule which can be se- 
cured by agreement at this moment, 
without prejudice to the undertaking by 
Parliament of a further and final set- 
tlement of the questions most in dispute 
after the war. They are, therefore, pre- 
pared to put forward proposals on the 


following lines, with a view to present 


action: 

“Firstly: They would introduce a Dill 
for the immediate application of the 
home rule act in Ireland, but: excluding 
therefrom the six counties of Northeast 
Ulster, such exclusion to be subject to 
reconsideration by Parliament at the end 
of five years, unless it is previously ter- 
minated by the’ action of the Council of 
Ireland, to be set up as hereinafter de- 
scribed. 

“Secondly: With the view of securing 
the largest possible measure of common 
action for the whole of Ireland, the bill 
would provide for a Council of Ireland, 
to be composed of two delegations con- 
sisting, on the one hand, of all members 
returned to Westminster’ from the ex- 
cluded area, on the other, of a delega- 
tion equal in numbers from the Irish 
Parliament, this council to be summoned 
on the initiative of any six members. 

“It would be empowered by a major- 
ity of the votes of each of the delega- 
tions to pass private legislation affect- 
ing both the included and excluded 
areas; to recommend to the Crown the 
extension to the excluded area by an 
order in council of any act of the Irish 
Parliament; to agree to the inclusion 
under the home rule act of the whole of 
Ireland, subject to the assent of a ma- 
jority of the voters in the excluded area, 
the power to be vested in the Crown in 
that case to extend the act to al) of 
Ireland by an order in council; to make 
recommendatiens on its own initiative 
upon the Irish questien, including the 
amendment of the home rule act as 
finally passed. The president of this 
Council of Ireland would be elected by 
agreement between the delegations, or, 
in default of agreement, would be noni:- 
inated ae the Crown.’

Correspondence From the British Eye Witness 


BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
MESOPOTAMIA, April  16.—Nothing 
mvure efficient than the iines of com- 
munications and supplies serving the 
British forces in Mesopotamia can well 


be imagined. The days of muddle are 
ended and order has been evolved out 
of chaos. All that human agency can 
do has been and is being done to turn 
past failures to success and prevent fu- 
ture breakdowns in organization. 

In communications by road, railroad 
and river, everything has been laid out 
and developed on a_ well-though-out 
plan. Facilities for the loading and un- 
loading of vessels at Basra are now on 
an adequate scale. Stores in abundance 
are available and methodically con 
trolled. Medical equipment has been 
introduced on a lavish scale. An ample 
water supply is assured at every bass 
and’ camp. 

Sanitation in Hand. 

Sanitation has been taken in hand. An 
anit-fly crusade is being carried on 
though any appreciable diminution of 
the fly plague can only be achieved 
by nerculean effort and after long tinue. 
The construction of public works, 
houses, stores, electric light plants, cold 
storage, wharfage, docks, roads and 
railways goes merrily on, and on s0 
large @ scale and of such solidity that it 
is not surprising if-the inhabitants of 
the country. interpret these activities as 
denoting a determination on the part vf 
the British visitor to remain permanert- 
ly in Mesopotamia. 

The feeding of the truops from the fir- 
ing line to the base is excellent, and in 
the army canteens there is an abund- 
ance of purchasable necessities and lux- 
uries. ‘ 

New Boats Success. 

From Basra to Sheik Saad one may 
travel in considerable comfort in one 
of the “‘P” boats of newest design, ad- 
mirably adapted for their purpose, 
which is that of a ferryboat. These 
boats are used for the rapid movement 
of wounded when heavy fighting is go 
ing on What is wanted for this pur- 
pose is as much clear deck space as pos- 
sible and no frills. The dDoats ere ad- 
mirably designed, adequately staffed 
and equipped with every conceiva.. 
comfort. 

Sheik Saad is the jumping off place 
for troops, stores and ammunition 
brought up and for the transfer from 
rail and light vessels to larger ships 
of sick and woundned going down to the 
base hospitals. Sheik Saad, itself, has 
two large hospitals, one for Indians and 
one for Europeans, and also a large cac- 
ualty clearing station. Elaborate ar- 
rangements’ exist for feeding the

ROME, April 20.—The most remarkable 
advertising campaign ever seen in Italy 
was conducted in connection with the re- 
cent national loan, resulting in gross re- 
ceipts to the treasury of $720,000,000. Con- 
sidering that this, was the fourth loan 
within two years, ‘the campaign may be 
said to have been successful. 

Certainly there was no man, woman or 
child in Italy who did not know of the 
loan. All of the big banks of Italy were 
given full powers to conduct thelr cam- 
paigns as they saw fit and they used the 
opportunity to advertise their institu- 
tions widely, spending the profits of un- 
derwriting in devices to attract public 
attention. 

The keynote of the campaign was: ‘‘Do 
your duty to your soldiers and to your 
country. ‘Both need your money to car- 
ry on the war. Anyway, the loan is a 
good investment and we can provie it.”’

DEEP SEA DIVER 


Craft Sent to Bottom Calls: for 
Hard Endeavors in Their. Ex- 
amination.

‘WITH THE GRAND FLEET, April 
2 —~Submarines, mines and gunfire in 
the last three years have added more 
victims to the graveyards of the seven 
seas that in any other period of the 
world history. It will remain for the 
diver to clear up the mysteries that 
surround many of them. Even now the 
duties of these men, so little brought 
to public attention, is one of the most 
exacting of the war. 
A diver who has had wide experience, 
and who had only shortly before com- 
pleted the survey of a wreck declared 
it. was a difficult plece of work, nad 
one illustrative of the hardships of the 
profession. He had found the wreck, 
but fully a mile and a half from whére 
the vessel had foundered. A strong 
current had swept it that distance. 
‘Will it be possible to go down to the 
Lusitania?” he was asked, recalling the 
discussion in American. marine quar- 
ters as to the possibility of salving 
the vessel. 
“TIT believe the water is too deep where 
she went down for any diver to reach 
her,”’ was his answer “Of course there 
have been many notable diving feats in 
recent years and new appliances are 
always being experimented with, though 
there seems nothing at present which 
would warrant the belief that a diver 
could go down to the great liner. It is 
possible to work at a depth of 150 feet, 
but no further.” 

Crab Got Two Fingers. 
He told of one of the most recent of 
his diving exploits: 
“I was sitting on the blade of a 
ship’s propeller trying to release a 
cable which it had fouled as she 
went down. As I finally got the cable 
free the propeller began to move and 
pitched me .off. It revolved several 
times. I thought my number was 
up, as I believed the blades would 
cut my air communications, and it 
was impossible to get to the top. 
The water was very deep. It didn’t, 
though, and my only trouble was in 
regaining my. feet again. It is ex- 
tremely difficult to get a footing once 
you have lost it. Sometimes you 
come up legs first. It was a narrow 
squeak.” 
One of the navy divers recently 
lost two fingers when nipped by 
crab which, he said, measured fully 
two feet across its back. There are 
many stories about divers which they 
themselves cast suspicion on, but 
this was not one of them. The fingers 
were gone when the man came to the 
surface in an exhausted condition. 
But working in the cold seas, where 
much of the diving of the navy now 
goes -on, there are no such menaces 
as the octopus of tropical waters. 


Met an Octopus Once. 
“Have you ever run across 
octopus?” the diver was asked. 

“Yes; it was earlier in the war, 
when I was doing some work in the 
Mediterranean. It was not as large 
as some -I have seen in my expe- 
riences, but it was big enough to make 
me particularly happy when it decided 
to leave the spot where I was at 
work. It was big enough to have 
shut off my communications had it 
wrapped itself around the tube.” 

‘While many craft now lying in 
comparatively shallow water may be 
patched up and raised when the war 
is over, its certain that divers will 
principally be engaged in assertaining 
the whereabouts of wrecks, the 
causes which led to their destruttion, 
end the repairs necesary to attempt 
ary recovery of the vessels.

A New waterproof fabric has re- 
cently been produced in France 
which is made partly of cork, and in 
addition to being impervious to mois- 
ture, is said to be very durable and a 
non-conductor of heat. The cork is cut 
up into very thin slices and then placed 
in chemical baths to remove certain 
resinous substances that tend to give 
it brittleness. As finally prepared, the 
thin sheets are so pliable that they can 
be bent double without being injured. 
Py glueing them to cloth with a suit- 
able preparation, a fabric is obtained 
that is light and strong, and affords 
complete protection against rain.
